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Jubilee Grant 

The County Council recently decided that the 
Jubilee Grant which will be made available to the 
County by the Provincial government on a population 
basis would be distributed among the various commun¬ 
ities in the County on the same basis. The County 
grant will be split among the village councils, the one 
town council and an organization qualified t<p admini¬ 
ster the grant in the hamlets of the County. 

It will be entirely up to the villages and town 
councils and to the hamlet organization to decide how 
these grants will be spent, but one interested reader 
has made a suggestion that is worthy of consideration. 

One of the main themes of the observance this 
year of Alberta’s Golden Jubilee is the honoring of 
the pioneers of the province — those men and womfen 
who pioneered this land and spent their lives in 
building up and improving their farms, communities 
.and province. What better use could these small 
money grants be put to, says our reader, than to be 
spent in improving the cemeteries where so many of 
these same pioneers ire buried. In most small commun¬ 
ities the cemeteries are almost entirely neglected and 
even a small amount of money spent in improvement 
and upkeep would considerably improve their^fppear- 
ance. 

Such action would not only honor the dead but 
wotild benefit the entire community. a

They are going to 
insist that employees guarantee a 
52-week pay cheque, work or no 
v ork. And the ridiculous reason 
they give for this Is that it would 
be a great help to all of us tie- 
cause then the laborers would have 
the money to buy from the rest 
of us. 

Well, now. that’s all very well 
for the laborers — but what about 
"the rest of us”. Who is going to 
guarantee a writer an annual 
wage? Or a farmer? Or a hired 
hand on the farm? 

It seems to me it’s time some of 
these labor leaders went out on i 
farm for n few weeks. Let them 

rediscover the_clmcrttal facts of 

llle. Nobody can guarantee wea¬ 
ther conditions. Nobody can guar¬ 
antee a crop. 

If there are going to be any 
guaranteed annual wages in Cana¬ 
da. let those guarantees-go not to 
•our union workers, turning out 
automobiles but to our farm wor¬ 
kers who produce the very raw 
materials of living. 

Surely we have all contributed 
enough to unemployment insurance 
to satisfy labor. I have never heard 
o( a farmer collecting unemploy¬ 
ment insurance payments — hut 
every farmer h«lps to pay for them 
in every manufactured item that 
he buys. 

I don’t think very many union 
workers will ne honestly in favor 
of a guaranteed annual wage.

Alkali A Common Problem 

All soils are formed tiom wea¬ 
thered rock material by the action 
of frost, precipitation, animals, in¬ 
serts and bacteria. Alkali sails 
come originally from this rock 
material. In this area a large part 
oi the soil was formed from strat¬ 
ified rocks such us shales. This 
material contains various salts be 
cause it was originally formed in 
salt water, <lhe.se soluble salts 
find to accumulate wherever rain¬ 
fall is not sufficient to carry them 
off. Alkali soil usually occurs where 
tainfall is less than 20 inches. Por¬ 
ous soils like sands arid sandy 
loams are less likely to contain 
toxic amounts of alkali than the 
finer textured oils containing clay. 

Theie are three kinds of alkali, 
brown, black, and while. Brown 
alkali consists chiefly of nitrates. 
Black alkali consists of carbonate 
and toi-carbonate of sodium. White 
alkali is the one we are chiefly 
concerned with and consists of 
sodium sulfate. sodium chloride, 
magnesium sulfate, magnesium 
chloride and similtfi sails of cal¬ 
cium. Black alkali is *\he most toxic 
ts toxic to plant growth. It 
corrodes plant roots. White alkuli 
ii.erferes with the process of os¬ 
mosis. which is the, method a 
plants roots take in water from the 
soil. Why have we seen such an 
increase in alkali during recent 
years?. Since we have received 
above normal rainfall for at least 
ten years 1 this is to be expected 
on our heavier soils. Our soils 
contain considerable quantities of 
alkali salts mainly sodium sulfate, 
magnesium sulfate, and calcium 
sulfate due to the nature of the 
rocks from which it was formed. 
Whenever we have movement of 
water through these soils, some 
of these soluble salts also move, 
and accumulate where the excess 
moisture accumulates. As mention¬ 
ed previously these salts are usu¬ 
al ly found in greatest concentra¬ 
tion at the depth where the ann¬ 
ual rainfall percolates. When an 
excessive amount of rainfall occ¬ 
urs the moisture moyes upwards 
earrying the dissolved salts with 
it, and when the moisture evapor- 
ates from the surface of the soil 
the salts are left behind to accu¬ 
mulate. 

Now that we understand what 
alkali is and how is is formed are 
there any practical remedies that 


can be offered? I would say at 
the beginning that this problem did 
not arise tn one year andxil is 
doubtful if any quick solution will 
to foun<h However, there are 
measures that can be taken to al¬ 
leviate tbe sltuat.on in many cases. 

1. First, natural drainage should 
be utilized wherever possible. 

2. It is sometimes possible to 
produce crops on soils having a 
fairly high concentration of alkali 
by choosing crops with alkali toler¬ 
ance, suen as tall wheat grass. 

•slender whet* crass and sweet clo¬ 
ver. Barley is the most alkali tol¬ 
erant cereal crop . 

3. Deep plowing just before seed¬ 
ing, turns down the alkali on the 
surface, and enables the young 
plants to get established. Provision 
of a mulch keeps evaporation from 
the soil surfnee to a minimum 
thus cheeking the rise of alkali 
until the crop shades the ground. 

4. Farming across the slo|>e, com-, 
monl.v called contour farming 
should help by. keeping moisture 
up on the. slopes, and thus not al¬ 
lowing alkali salts to accumulate 
in low places. straightening-out 
v atercourses and seeding them to 
grass will also assist in alleviating 
this probern iri some instances. 

Fire Prevention 
Will Save Lives 

. Half of all Canadians kill.id in 
fires each vear are children under 
l.V years of age. according to Ihe 
All Canada Jnsurance Federation. 

Officials ol the Federation, which 
represents more than 200 fire, 
automobile and casualty insurance 
companies, said the two leading 
Causes of child deaths were lack 
of knowledge regmding what to do 
when fire "breaks out and leaving 
children alone m the house. 

They recommend the following 
precautions: 

(1) Never leave children alone 
Ifor long periods of time. 

—.(2) Know the location of the 
nearest fire-alarm box, and how 
to operate it. 

(3) f 1 he telephone number of the 
local fire department should be 
kept near the telephone. 

(4) Make sure baby sitters are 
mature, responsible people; al¬ 
ways leave complete instructions 
on what to do if fire breaks out. 
<5) Make sure there is always 
an exit for use in case of fire 
that is not blocked by furniture 
or other obstructions.
